But, ask'd Pantagruel,Do theſe Birds n 
. ver return to the world where they we 
hatch'd? Some do, anſwer'd Adin: 
formerly very few, very ſeldom, very lat 
and very unwillingly. However , finc 
ſome certain Ecclypſes, by the vertue « 
the Cceleſtial Conſtellations, a great Crow 
of them fled back to the world. Nor d 
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we fret or vex our ſclves a jot about it ; 
for thoſe that ſtay, wiſely ſing, The fewer 
the better Cheer and all thoſe that fly 
away firſt, caſt off their Feathers here 
among theſe Nettles and Bryars. | 

Accordingly we found fome thrown by 
there z and as we look'd up and down we 
_ chanc'd to light on what ſome people will 
hardly thank us for having diſcover'd ;

CHAP. V. 


Of - the dumb Knighthawks of the 
Ringing I/land. 


Heſe Words were ſcarce out of his 
mouth, when ſome Five and twenty 

or Thirty Birds flew towards us: They 
were of a Hue and Feather like which we 
had not yet. ſeen any thing in the wholz 
Ifland. Their Plumes were as changeable 
as the Skin of the Chamelion , and the 
Flower of Tripolion, or Tenerion. They had

luftrious Diſcale, quoth eAditans, is com- 
mon among that kind of Birds, becauſe 
they are pretty apt to be td on the Salc 
Deep.

This, next to us, faid 
he , looks ſo wiſifully upon you, to ſee

He would fain have carried us firſt to 
bathe in the Bagniv's of the Cardinhawks, 
which axe goodly delicious places, and 
have us lick'd over with precious Oint- 
ments by the Alyptes , alias Rubbers, as 
ſoon as we ſhould come out 'of the Bath. 
But Pantagrael told him , that he could'

After we had pretty well' ſtaid our. ſto- 
machs- with fome tight ſnatches-, Frycr 
Thon ſaid to Edituus , For ought I ſee, you 
have none but a parcel of Birds and Cages 
in this Iſland of yours, and the Devil-a- bi 
of one of them all that ſets his hand to the 
Plough, or Tills the Land, whoſe Fat he de- 
vours : Their whole Bufineſs is to be. fro- 
lick, to chirp it, to whiſtle it, to war- 
ble it, tos'ing it, and roar it merrily nigh 
and day; Pray then, if I may be fo bold, 
Whence comes this Plenty. and Overflow- 
ing of all dainty Bits and good Things 
which we ſec among you ?

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A pimping Son of ten Fathers, who, for 
want of a better, who did the Office of a 
Batler,ſeeing thatFrier Thon had caſt a Sheep's 
eye at a choice Bottle that ſtood near a Cup- 
board by it ſelf , at ſome diſtance from the 
reſi of the Bottellic Magazine, like a Jack-in 
an Office, ſaid to Pantagrmel, Sir, I perceive 
that one of your Men here is making love 
to this Bottle, he ogles it, and would fain 
careſs it 5 but I beg that none offer to med- 
dlewith it; for'tis referv'd for their Wor- 
ſhips. How, cri'd Panurge, there are ſome 
Grandees here then I ſee : *Tis Vintage- 
time with you, I perceive.
